I have  received  letters  from  the  Legal  Services  Commission  "Special  Investigations  Unit”  which  has  been 
asked  to  investigate  the  financial  eligibility  of  5 of  our  clients  at  Dale  Farm.  In  each  case  a letter  has  been  sent 
to  the  client,  dated  4 September,  requiring  a response  by  19  September.  Some  have  been  sent  direct  to 
clients  and  some  to  your  address  and  I set  out  which  addresses  have  been  used,  below:

I am  asked  to  respond  to  LSC  to  a)  confirm  whether  any  of  the  applicant's  assets  are  the  subject  matter  of 
dispute  (to  which  I will  answer  'No',  and  b)  confirm  the  date  our  client  became  aware  of  the  present  litigation 
(to  which  I will  answer  the  date  when  we  applied  for  funding  last  year).  I am  also  asked  to  give  an  estimate  of 
final  costs  (which  I can  do)  and  I am  also  asked  whether  the  opponent  has  been  granted  LSC  funding  (which 
is  a silly  question  to  ask!). 

I can  do  my  bit,  therefore,  but  I am  concerned  as  to  whether  the  5 clients  will  do  theirs.  From  what  I can  see 
from  the  copy  letters  to  them,  they  have  been  asked  to  provide  independent  evidence  of  receipt  of  Income 
Support,  amount  received,  and  how  often.  They  are  also  asked  to  complete  a Means  1 form  (yet  this  is  for 
people  who  are  NOT  in  receipt  of  IS).  They  also  seek  a form  SIU25  which  is  presumably  a Special 
Investigations  Unit  form  - 1 haven't  seen  it  and  I do  not  know  if  it  is  relevant  - and  the  clients  are  asked  to 
complete  outgoings  they  are  paying.  Also,  they  are  asked  to  complete  a schedule  of  accounts  (again  I have 
not  seen  this). 

I think  that  if  proof  of  Income  Support  can  be  provided  then  that  should  suffice,  but  it  may  need  to  be  checked 
with  the  LSC  Special  Investigations  Unit. 

Can  you  please  check  whether  these  letters  and  various  forms  have  been  received.  If  so  are  there  any 
problems  about  responding.  Can  responses  be  sorted  out  before  19  September?
